2. THAT any vehicle so parked in violation of this BY-LAW 
may be removed at the owner's expense and subject to a 
fine of $5.00 for each offence. 


3. THAT this BY-LAW shall come into force and effect when a 
true copy of same has been published three times in a local 
newspaper having general circulation in the Municipality 
and the provisions of this BY-LAW be carried out at the 
discretion of the Chief of Police. 


4. THAT in each year subsequent to the year in which the fore- 
going notification is first published, the Clerk shall cause 
to be published three times, in a local newspaper having 
general circulation in the Municipality a true copy of

Consequently the 
mother of the pups was destroy- 
ed, all other dogs on the farm 
must be isolated for six weeks, 

and all persons who were in 
contact with the pups have to 
take anti-rabies shots.

vedge top and bottom, over thei 
their shoulders, ard other one- 
yard shawls over their heads. 
They oiled , braided, and 
ribbon-tied their hair, and 
reddened the part with pine- 
rot. They wore siver earrings 
and necklaces of wampum, 
sweetgrass, and beads. 

The skirt draped at the 
waist over a thong or ribbon 
and extended below the calf. 
One type of skirt resembled 
the later style, with the slit on 
the left and corner decorations 
of symbolic beadwork designs. 
Another type wos a wrap- 
around made from a two-yard 
length of black or blue broad 
cloth, over-lapping on the 
left side, right border on top 
of left. Ribbon applique and 
symbolic bead designs extended | 
aslant from the corner far across 
the front of the skirt. } 

The red of blue leggings 
and the moccasins with plain 
or puckered top were also richly | 
decorated in polychrome bead - 

ings. quills, or moosehair. The 
symbolic designs of native origin | 
included the celestial or world 
tree, a favorite for filling in 

the skirt corner; the world dome 
of parallel arcs on borders in 
combinations with scrolls twirl- 
ing inwards; and simpler zigzags 
or parallel line designs. The 
scrolls have been interpreted 
variously as ferns, violets or 
horns on a cheiftaids headdress. | 
These motifs gradually gave way 
to floral designs, probably der- | 
ived from French craftswomen 
and later also to geometric 
shapes from Grect Plains tribes. 


In the later nineteenth 
century, the smocks become 
more sombre, of dark solid col- 
ours, or of striped or zigzagged

cottons (Speck, 1949: PI. Il). 
The woist and sleeves were less 
bouffant. A small collar finished 
the neck. Some smocks were 
closed all the way down the 
front, with little decoration. 

But more elegant smocks, as well 
as skirts, had a slit near the hem. 
Around the slit and along the 
hem they were finished with ribb- 
on-work and designs in heavy 
"pony' beads. The leggings, 
which were usually lined with 
cambric or muslin, had similar 
designs along the hem and a 

slit which might be straight or 
flared. The leggings were sec- 
ured below the knee with a 
drawstring. 

Moccasins, jewelry, and 
shawls remained the fashionable 
accessories. A beaded belt pre- 
ceded the modern sash. 
The women retained, for 

purposes of costume, some of 
the elements of their aboriginal 
native dress. The leggings have 
changed the least. The skirt 
developed from the wrap-around 


| to the ordinary gathered or gor- 


ed styles. Slit types preserved 
the effect of the earlier over- 
lap. The smock is entirely a 
novelty. At first a baroque ga- 
rment, it gradually simplified 
the bulges and general cut, be- 
came longer and then shorter 
again. 

Shawls and bonnets gave 
way to the present small scarf 
as accessories. Moccasins gra- 
dually disappeared from every- 
day use. The jewelry passed 
through a luxury stage and then 
grew simpler and less costly. 
The hairdo is derived from the 
aboriginal style. 

The most striking changes 
are in the materials and, secon- 
darily, in the decorative patt- 
ems. European textiles and, 
for a while, elegant materials 
such as silver replaced the nat- 
ive skins, quills, and wampum. 
Native symbolic designs became 
highly elcborated; then they 
gave way to floral patterns, and 
now they can be almost any- 
thing. The heavy pony beads 
were a passing fashion, but the 
techniques of beadwork have 
persevered from the nineteenth 
century. 

In general, the women's 
style is a nineteenth century 

development. Yet it is consid- 
ered the true Iroquois type of 
costume, especially at Six Nat- 
tions Reserve. Faithkeepers 
soy that Handsome Lake endors- 
ed the imitation of aboriginal 
clothes in cloth because deer- 
skins were getting scorce.

Last yeor the federal 
department of Indian Affairs 
put up money for the placing 
of an Indian liaison officer 
at Moira Secondary School, to 
cope with students from Tyen- 
dinaga who are attending 
schools in Belleville. 

This unusual appointment 
on the part of the Hastings 
County Board of Education has 
been most successful. 

Mr. Leslie Claus, who 
worked as an elementary tea- 
cher on the reserve for many 
years was appointed to the 
post. He recently reported 
to the board on the success of 
his activities during the last 
year. 

Fourteen Indian students 
from the graduating class of 
1971-72 are now attending 
post-secondary institutions, 
as compared with two or three 
for previous years.

SNOWMOBILE SAFETY WEEK 


This is Snowmobile Safety 
Week in Ontario. The whole 
purpose of a 'safety week' 
is to inundate the public by 
every possible medium with 
every conceivable idea which 
the purported experts think 
will prevent accidents and fat- 
alities. 

During Snowmobile Safety 
Week, December 10 - 16, 
there are just two ideas the 
snowmobiling public should 
seriously consider: 


1. Over 3/4 of all fatal snow- 
mobile accidents in Ontario 
occurred on public thorough- 
fares. A snowmobile is des 
igned to travel on snow, where 
the track that propels it and 
breaks it and the s'cis which 
steer it can get sufficient-grip 
to perform efficiently. On 
the hard-packed and often icy 
surface of a public thorough- 
fare frequented by motor veh- 
icle traffic, the snowmobile 
becomes difficult to steer or 
stop. This lack of control 


combined with the close proximi- 


ty of fast moving cars and 
trucks produces an extremely 
hazardous situation. The first 


snowmobile fatality of the 1972- 


73 season was a snowmobile- 
motor vehicle collision.

It is 
the considered opinion of many 
experienced snowmobilers 

that the snowmobile requires 
more skill for safe operation 
than an automobile; so how 
can anyone expect to safely 
operate one of these machines 
with their obility impaired.

Hymns Were Latin 

By its very character, a 
carol brings "Glad tidings of | 
great joy” or, to put it more 
simply, “Good news.’’ ‘The 
French carols known as ‘‘No- 
els’ express this with the 
use of the word ‘‘Noel” or 
“Nowell” as a refrain— | 
and "'Nowell”’ means ‘‘news.”’ 

Scholar’s Latin was the lan- 
guage of the first Christmas 
hymns, the forerunners of 
present-day carols. 

Typical of those ancient 
hymns is a leaf from an il- 
luminated manuscript, now 
in the Library of The Metro- | 
politan Museum of Art, New | 
York City. 

The leaf features a dramat- | 
ic initial letter, illustrating the 
Nativity scene and. “‘illumi- 
nated” by touches of gold. 
It’s the work of an unknown 
15th-century Italian artist.

birth of Christ, Son of God 
and Saviour of Man.

is an Antiphonary, or coliec- 
tion of antiphons —songs to 
be sung in response or in 
alternate parts. 

Though the Latin words 
may look complicated to an 
nonscholarly eye, the music 
is simplicity itself—notes for 
a basic melody. 

Simple as it is, this hymn 
comes from an era which saw 
the beginning of greater com= 
plexity in music. Toward the 
end of the 15th century, 
church music became not on- 
ly a religious inspiration but 
a moving force in musical 
development. 

Rhythms became more 
complex, and counterpoint 
began to evolve. : 

Changes took place in the 
language of Christmas song, 
too, for Latin was no longer 
a language understood by all. 

The solution? “'Macaronic’’ 
carols, which may suggest 
Something to eat—but “mac- 
aroni’’ adds a "'c’ to be- 
come ‘‘macaronic” and gain 
a new meaning—"in two 
languages.”’ 

Macaronic carols combined 
Latin with a language that the 
common people understood. 


It’s Entertainment 


That carols have always 
been popular music, in the 
modern sense, is illustrated 
by the mystery plays of 
medieval England, say the 
editors of the New Book of 
Knowledge. 

At first, carols were sung 
between the acts, just as 
music might be provided dur- 
ing intermission, at a play 
or movie. 


Soon, people demanded 


more. In response to their 
enthusiasm, carols were sung 
on stage, as part of the 
entertainment. 

The leader had a portable 
organ and led the singers in 
a procession across thestage. 
Swept away by the spirit of 
the carols, the audience some- 
times joined in, and the pro 
cession moved into the 
streets, singing. 

And today, that same en 
_thusiasm leads people every- 
where to join in the singing 
of beloved carols.

that evergreens play such a 
prominent role in the cele- 
bration of the midwinter 
birth - The same evergree- 
ns of pagan midwinter rit- 
vals. Although the holly 
and the spruce were incor- 
porated into Christian fes- 
tivities, the poor mistle- 
toe never quite made it. 
The red berries of the hol- 
ly - drops of blood from a 
lamb that entangled itself 
in some branches in its rush 
to see the Saviour - connec 
it with the passion. In 
Scandinavian countries it 
is known as the Christ thorn 
But the Churches reject 
the mistletoe, even though 
it is part of the general 
merriment especially in Gr- 
eat Britain. In pagan ti- 
mes the mistletoe, a para- 
site, was believed respon- 
sible for the death of Bal- 
der, the Norse God of 
Light; in Brittany, it is be- 
lieved to have been the 
tree from which the cross 
was hewn.

Protestant hymunals, says the 
Encyclopedia Americana. 

“It Came Upon the Mid- 
night Clear” is the work of 
Edmund H. Sears, a Unitarian 
minister in Massachusetts, 
more than a century ago. 

Perhaps the most famous 
of Christmas carols, “Silent 
Night” was first sung on 
Christmas Eve, 1818, to guitar 
music. 

Mice in the bellows had 
silenced the organ of a tiny 
Austrian church. Father Jo- 
seph Mohr met the challenge 
by writing “Silent Night.” 
His organist composed a 
melody for guitar. 

Father Mohr’sinspiration— 
aside from the mice—was the 
vast, still beauty of thesnowy 
mountains around the 
village. : 

"Oh come, all ye faithful” 
is translated from the Latin, 
“Adeste Fidelis,’ and its 
exact beginnings are shroud- 
ed in the mists of time. 

Historians say it may have 
been written by Saint Bona- 
venture, in the 13th century.

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Tree Radiates 
Yule Meaning 


The Christmas tree, a uni- 
versally recognized symbol of 
the merriest season, radiates 
the meaning of the Christ- 
mas story. 


For many people, the tree 
recalls the atmosphere of the 
holiday home and thus re- 
flects the joyful warmth of 
the season. 

As a religious symbol, the 
tree with its lights and 
greenery represents both the 
story of the garden of Eden 
and the belief in Christ as 
the “Light of the world.” 

Although only a century 


* and a half old in America, 


the custom of the tree has 
a history that is measured 
in many centuries. The fore- 
Tunner of today’s Christmas 
tree was seen in medieval 
miracle plays, which were 
produced as religious instruc- 


tion for the illiterate — in 
an era when illiteracy was 
common and the ability to 
read a rarity. 

A play about Eve's eating 
the forbidden fruit in the 
garden of Eden was enacted 
with only one prop on stage, 
a single, apple-laden fir that 
became known as the Para- 
dise Tree. The play ended 
with the promise of the com- 
ing of Christ and was usually 
presented just before Christ- 
mas. 

At about the same time, 
people also decorated for the 
Christmas season with pyra- 
mid-shaped frames of light, 
symbolizing the birth of 
Christ as the Light of the 
world. 


Early efforts to combine 
the Paradise Tree and the 
Christmas Light pyramid are 
recorded in manuscripts from 
Germany dating to the 16th 
century, collected by the 
Hallmark Cards research li- 
brary. 

The first tree was thought 
to have been brought to the 
United States by Hessian 
soldiers during the American 
Revolution. These homesick 
soldiers and other immi- 
grants carried the tree 
throughout the country. 


A major setback almost 
occurred in Cleveland in 
1851 when a pastor decorated 
a tree in his homie. His 
parishioners condemned the 
tree as pagan, but relented 
after an explanation of its 
religious aspects. 


Conservation-minded 
President Theodore Roose- 
velt again nearly stamped 
out the practice when he 
banned trees in the White 
House. After one of his sons 
sneaked a Christmas tree in- 
to tne White House, a for- 
ester convinced the President 
that thinning helped forests 

The tree that is common 
today is a combination of the 
religious elements. The ever- 
green with glass, plastic o1 
metal balls hanging from it 
is the Paradise Tree with its 
apples. Lights, tinsel, angels 
a star on top, ornaments ano 
other “good things” reflect 
the Christmas Light.
